Motorcycle Police’ Foiled in 
| Reckless Chase. 


By a mad dash for liberty through 
the downtown streets, and then tak- 
ing up a mile-a-minute speed 
through the residence section, Paul J. 
Corrigan, chauffeur for H. ¢C. Wyatt 
| lessee of the Mason Operahouse. es- 

caped from Motorcycle Officers Coe 
gand Gardner, yesterday, and fled 
_ from: the city to escape a sentence on 
the chain gang. 

Corrigan’s sudden attack of speed 
mania was apparently occasioned by 
nothing more serious than the fact 
that a cheaper car had the effrontery 
to pass his master's automobile. 

Corrigan is a racing man. He drove 
on eastern tracks and has appeared 
here in the role of mechanic in seve 


chauffeur of the first rank and for that 
reason Wyatt tried to keep him in his 
employ. 

Corrigan has . been arrested four 
times on charges of violating the 
Speed ordinance and Wyatt has paid 
fines in the Police Court amounting to 
about $100. He warned his driver that 
he must cut out the. fast work and 
settle down to quiet. driving. -Corri- 
gan obeyed orders for a few days and 
then went speed crazy again. 

The fact that he was a good driver 
alone prevented many ugly accidents. 
Several times on the open speedways 
of the county, with tarious members 
of the Wyatt family in the car, Cor- 
rigan tvook chances that put the lives 
of innocent ones in jeopardy. 
SPEED CRAZY. 

Speeding was almost insanity w 
him, and when once the buzz of t 
wheels and the chug of the engines 
struck his ear everything else passed 
into oblivion and he was again on 
the hardened tracks with the burst of 
speed ahead and the last lap of the 
race to run. 

It was this spirit in Corrigan that 
very nearly breught disaster on Wyatt 
yesterday, lost him a chauffeur and 
caused Corrigan to flee from the city. 

“We were going along at a rate of 
speed well within the law when 4 
smaller car came alongside,” said 
Wyatt yesterday. 

“Corrigan shot my car ahead with a 
burst of speed, and I warned him to 
slow down. He had been in the habit 
of driving so fast of late that 1 had 
actually kept out of my automobiles 
in order to keep out of accidents. The 
fast driving and narrow escapes had 
made me nervous, so I warned him to 
slow down. The next moment, as he 


shooting alongside, and Corrigan 
leaned forward and threw in the speed. 

“He was past Figueroa on Seventh 
street by that time, and I ordered him 
to slow down. Instead,. he 
back over his shoulder and then, with 
a quick exclamation of terror, he 
threw in top speed and the car 
bounded forward at a rate that was 
dangerous to the lives of pedestrians. 
Instead of going toward my home, he 
rounded into another street at a speed 
that very nearly threw me out. 

“Here, what is the matter?’ I called 
to him. 

“*"The motorcycle men are after me, 
and they will never get me,’ he cried. 
‘I'm going to give them a race for 
their money this time. If they get me 
they will send me to Jail.” 

ESCAPES IN 'TIME. 

“*Well, let me out first,” I said, and 
he slowtd down for a moment, and at 
the risk of my life I jumped and ran 
as fast as I could to keep my bal- 
ance. I had hardly left the machine 
} before Corrigan put on top speed and 
disappeared in a cloud of dust. 

“From later reports I learned that 
he had a number of narrow escapés 
from collisions with street cars, and 
the automobile, being a racing car, 
naturally ran away from the motor- 
cycle men. It was returned to. the 
garage iater by Corrigan. together 
with his keys and special police badge. 
He left the city, after telling his rel- 
atives good-by, in order to escape ar- 
res 


t. 

“He had been warned that another 
violation would result in a jail sen- 
tence, and i believe he must have 
been ing over thirty miles an hour 
when the officers got after him, and 
that probabry scared him a good deal, 
knowing that a jail sentence would

Japanese Bring Parasite to 
South California. 


'| Specimens Shown at Medical 


Society Meeting. 


“Lazy Bug” Menace to This 
Part of State. 


The hookworm has invaded Califor- 
nia, and the first specimens of the 
scourge of the Southern States were 
exhibited on slides before the: Los An- 
geles County Medical Association at 
a meeting held in Blanchard Hall last 
night. These specimens were obtained 
by Dr. Joseph M. King of this city 
from two authentic cases which he re- 
cently treated, and in his report, he 
stated that this is the first instanée 
of infection in Southern California to 
come under the observation of the 
medical pro ession. As the parasite 
thrives in sandy soil, Dr. King sounJ- 
ed a note of warning tnat unless great 
care is taken in diagnosing suspected 
cases, the hookworm will gain a foot- 
hold here. | 
|The first case to be called to Dr. 
<ing’s attention was 8S. Uriu, a Jap- 
anese poolroom operator, aged 26, who 
came to his office complaining that he 
Was not able to work, owing to a 
growing weakness. Two years ago he 
left Japah for Mexico, where he 
worked in a mine, but, finding the la- 
bor hard, he quit and went to Mazat- 
lan, where lf was taken ill. The at- 
tack came on suddenly with a fever 
and abdominal pain. At the latter 
end of April, 1909, Uriu had recovered 
sufficient strength to come to Los An- 
geles, but, not improving, he sought 
medical aid. 

Dr. King, after observing the 
symptoms, diagnosed the case as 
hookworm, and with the assistance of 
Dr. Jenks, discovered the hookworm 
eggs, which established beyond doubt 
the diagnosis. This was an important 
discovery from a medical standpoint, 
and .the eggs were preserved. Dr. 
King was aiso able to get specimens 
of the worm itself, both male and fe- 


male. 
HOOKWORM HERE. 
It was clearly demonstrated that in 
the case of Uriu,the infection was 


Japanese was cured in a short time. 
But now, anotner Japanese has con- 
sulted Dr. King, and all the evidence 
pointed to the fact that he was in- 
fected with the heokworm [n South- 
ern California. 

This patient is 24 years of age, and 

was in good health until ne went to 
Whittier to pick oranges. He left 
Whittier ear'y last January, going to 
Pomona where he was attacked with 
the first symptoms. After he _ con- 
sulted Dr. King he was treated with 
suca satisfactory results that the 
orange picker declared he was cured 
and left town. Dr. King made every 
‘jnducement to have this patient pres- 
ent at the clinic last night, as his 
testimony wae of vital importance, 
but heard nothing in response to his 
telegram. 
While the excellent 
most country districts, the long dry 
summers and lack of trees, militate 
against the rapid spread of the hook- 
worm, Dr. King feels that Southern 
California is menaced by the Mexican 
peons who come in swarms, Filipinos 
and Japanese laborers who have 
worked in Mexico. The Philippines 
and Mexico, it ig stated, are infected 
with the hookworm. 

OF DISTINGUISHED PEDIGREE. 

Medical authorities declare that the 
hookworm was known to Egyptians 
3500 years ago, but the parasite was 
not understood until about the middle 
of the Nineteenth Century: The hook- 
worm is shown to be due to an in- 
testinal parasite. Until 18928 no au- 
tnentic case was recognized or under- 
stood in the United States.

Infection 
is caused by the eggs and embryo 
getting on the hands and thence into 
the mouth, finally finding a loigment 
in the intestines. The larvae may also 
enter ‘the body throug the skin. 

Dr. King’s report created a sensa- 
tion at the clinic last night, and the 
specimens he exhibited were viewed 
with the liveliest interest. The hook 
on the female worm was plainiy to 
plainly to be seen, and the umbrelia-

POSTAL BUSINESS GROWS. 


Month of March Ig a Record-Breaker, 
Says Postmaster—New Carriers | 
Are Appointed. 

Though the figures for last month's 
business at the local postoffice were 
not available, yesterday, it is predict- 
ed that the totai will eclipse all for- 

mer’ records. 

“Business during March was aston- 
ishing,” said Postmaster Harrison, 
yesterday. “The fact that there were 
so many tourists in the city had some- 
thing to do with the amount of mail 
handled at the main office and the sta- 
tions.

being preéminent—it is admitted that 
the. last-named has the largest nhum- 
ber -of disciples. More remarkable 
than that fact, is the other one that 
the number of " these learners and fol- 
lowers is multiplying rapidly. Buddha's 
upils and those of Confucius are fall- 
ng away. There seems to be an in- 
crease of those who sit at the feet of 
Mohammed. But it is Jesus who is 
teaching mankind how to live; so that 
even the godless admit him to be 
“The Light of the World.” 


The Bible, along with its other of- 
fices, is a book of practical directions 


how to care for the body. how to be- 
have in society, how to conduct one's 
self in daily employment, it is only 
necessary to search the pages of the 
Book of books. 


Practice should precede

Local Water-Colorist and Former Gov- 
ernor of Illinois Present Relics of 
Historical Interest.

collection of autograph letters sent to 
his father, George St. Clair, the em- 
inent English archaeologist and au-

These let- 
ters with their old-fashioned envelopes 
ali in the hand of the distinguished 
senders will be bound up in a sumptu- 
ous volume and put in the Southwest 
Museum forever as the St. Clair auto- 
graph collection. In this way the chil- 
dren and the descendants of the art- 
ist and his wife will always be able 
to find these precious heirlooms of a 
distinguished ancestor.

DESCRIBES BIG DITCH. 


Hlustrated Lecture on “Progress of the 
Panama Canal” interests a Large 
Audience. 


The’ stereopticon lecture given by 
M. Munger, at Symphony Hall 
ast night, depicting the “Progress of 
the Panama Canal,”’ gave a more vivid 
insight into this great work than col- 
Umns of newspaper description. Mr. 
Munger, who devoted hjs services in 
the interest of the Forestry Society of 
California, under whose auspices the 
lecture was given, made his first trip 
to the Isthmus of Panama twenty-five 
years ago, and has watched the work 
on the canal by personal visits almo&t 
yearly. The large attendance at the 
lecture indicates the interest the people 
feel in the gigantic undertaking. 
| The photographic views shown were 
of the actual work done on the canal. 
In the lecturer's opinion, the greatest 
; difficulty the engineers have to contend 
with are the slides from the cuts which 
slip down and cover the multitude of 
tracks used in disposing of the dirt 
and rock from the excavations. 

The Gatun dam, he stated, is perhaps 
the largest and most expensive con- 
crete construction in the world. At this 
point 3800 barrels of cement are used 
daily. His description of the great 
lockexs, six on each side of the isthmus, 
was Darticularty interesting, and it 
was his opinion that the completion of 
the canal did not upon the 
cavation, but upon the construction of 
the locks. | 

In conclusion, Mr. Munger paid a 
tribute to Col. George W. Goethals, the 
engineer in charge, declaring that he 
has one of the finest organizations and 
the most efficient and ambitious lot of 
young men he ever saw. “He is the 
man who furnishes steam for the 
bunch,”’ he said, “and I hope he lives 
to complete the work.” 

The Forestry Society of California 
numbers about 200 members, and was 
organized two years ago in this city. 
It devotes itself to planting and raising 
trees in California and sends out liter- 
ature with reference to the subject. 
The lecture last night was to raise 
funds for the work.

4 ENGLISH SOCIETY AS 
I HAVE KNOWN IT. 


BY AN AMERICAN HOSTE 
LONDON. 


There are many people who get 
through the London season year after 
year by systematically borrowing 
what they cannot afford to pay for. 
You may often see in the papers some 
such notice as “-—— has lent his house 
in —— to —— for the season.”’ 

In many instances this notice sim- 
ply means that the owner of the house, 
who may be a wealthy peer or banker, 
not requiring the house himself, has 
yielded to the solicitations of an im- 
pecunious friend or relative and lent 
his house instead of letting it. When 
it is borne in mind that the rent of a 
well-furnished house or flat in Bel- 
gravia or Mayfair for the London sea- 
son runs from £100 to £500 per month, 
it willl be seen that such a loan is in 
reality a substantial gift. A dy 
whose daughter was one of the pret- 
tiest débutantes of 1907, and who has 
since, by the way, married a wealthy 
countryman of my own, told me her- 
self that she managed to get through 
the London season when chaperoning 
her daughter for a really trifling sum. 
She was one of the most persistent 
borrowers in society; she borrowed a 
furnished flat every season: she bor- 
rowed servants, carriages, motor cars, 
horses and even jewelry. She also ac- 
quired a box at the opera regularly 
by the same expedient. 

A COOL REQUEST. 
Subscribers to the opera, by the way, 
are annually bombarded by requests 
for the loan of their box by their 
friends, and often by the merest ac- 
quaintances. A regular subscriber, 
whose wife is a great friend of mine, 
has sometimes had as many as twenty 
requests for his box for one night, and 
rarely bas less than half a dozen 
throughout the season. One lady 
whom he met for the first time at a 
dinner party telephoned to ask him 
for the loan of his box a couple of 
days later. He demurred at granting 
such a cool request, when the lady 
calmly observed: “Oh, I don’t want 
the whole box; I can let you have a 
seat in it.”’ 

A hostess who possesses a g00d ball- 
room in her London house is con- 
stantly asked by her friends to let 
them give a ball at her house. More 
than one instance has come to my 
knowledge of ladies who have lent 
their houses for such a purpose hav- 
ing to pay the expenses of the ball 
subsequently. — 
ETHICS OF BORROWING, 


There is one very notorious bhorrow- 
er in society who, however, happens 
to be a very sweet and charming lady 
and extremely popular. I was at a 
dinner party one night at which she 
Was present, and some one started 
a discussion on the ethics of borrow- 
ing; the lady in question, being asked 
her opinion, remarked in the most de- 
li¢htfully ingenuous manner: “Oh, I 
think I would borrow anything in the 
world except money,” and she spoke 
the truth, for I know she would have 
thought it a very discreditable thing. 
to borrow money, even from her most
